Barn Mead blaze suspect 
granted extension of bail 

A MAN arrested earlier this year in 
connection with an arson attack 
which claimed the lives of a mother 
and her five children has had his 
bail extended until October 16. 

The 20-year-old, who has not 
been named but lives in Harlow, 
was arrested in May on suspicion 
of murder, attempted murder, arson 
and burglary following the fatal 
house fire in Barn Mead on October 
15 last year. 

Sabah Usmani (44) and children 
Hira (12), Sohaib (11), Muneeb (9), 
Rayyan (6) and Maheen (3) all died 
after the blaze ripped through the 
family’s end-of-terrace home. 

The children’s father, Dr Abdul 
Shakoor, survived the fire after 
jumping from a first-floor window to 
raise the alarm. 

Bus roadshow in town to 
publicise housing scheme 

RESIDENTS are being asked to 
jump on board as property devel¬ 
opers behind proposals to build 
10,000 homes on countryside to 
the north of Harlow bring a double 
decker bus roadshow to town. 

Representatives of Places for 
People will be showcasing their 
masterplan for the Gilston Park 
Estate, with a team on hand to 
answer questions and provide 
further information about the 
proposals. 

The bus will be parked at 
Sainsbury’s in Fifth Avenue 
tomorrow (Friday) from 9.30- 
11.30am and at Sawbridgeworth 
Memorial Hall from 1.30-3.30pm. It 
will also be in Market Square, 
Harlow, from noon-4pm on 
Saturday (September 21). 

New look on the cards for 
Post Office in Old Harlow 

THE Post Office in Old Harlow will 
be getting a facelift following a 
new investment scheme. 

The High Street premises will be 
converted into a new-style branch 
after receiving funding from a 
Government scheme that will see 
almost half of Post Office branches 
being refurbished. 

Customers will be able to take 
advantage of longer opening 
hours and an easier, more 
modern design. 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon said 
he was “over the moon” follow¬ 
ing the announcement that the 
Government will be extending 
free school meals to disadvan¬ 
taged students at further educa¬ 
tion colleges. 

Mr Halfon and Scunthorpe 
Labour MP Nic Dakin have been 
pushing for a change in the rules 
which entitled qualifying stu¬ 
dents in school sixth forms to 
receive meals while stopping 
those studying at FE colleges. 

Speaking in a parliamentary 
debate earlier this year, Mr 
Halfon said the loophole has 
damaged the life-chances of 
young people at Harlow College 
and elsewhere for too long. 

The issue gained cross-party 
support from 75 other MPs who 
secured a backbench business 
debate on free school meal provi-

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sion for FE students. This was due 
to take place on October 10. 

But speaking after the 
announcement by Deputy Prime 
Minister Nick Clegg at the Liberal 
Democrat party conference on 
Tuesday, Mr Halfon said: “I am 
over the moon at the decision. 

“This is great news for students 
at Further Education colleges and 
I am pleased that students at 
Harlow College will benefit from 
this move. 

“The Government has listened 
after my long campaign with Nic 
Dakin and others, which includ¬ 
ed a Commons motion and a 
planned debate supported by 75 
MPs. 

“The Government’s position has 


moved just weeks before the 
debate was due to take place 
which goes to show that MPs can 
change Government opinion.” 

Harlow College has previously 
estimated that up to 350 of its 
students could qualify for free 
school meals. 

Principal Karen Spencer said: 
“This is fantastic news and will 
benefit thousands of students 
nationwide including several 
hundred of our Harlow College 
learners and their families. 

“As educationalists we know the 
benefits of good nutrition in help¬ 
ing people learn more effectively 
and how this can help them be 
more successful. 

“The staff, students and gover¬ 
nors of the college would like to 
congratulate Robert Halfon for 
leading this successful cam¬ 
paign.”

There's no money left in 
environmental project fund 

SIR, Conservatives’ good stewardship of 
Harlow Council’s finances from 2008- 
12, enabled us to earmark a £220,000 
Environment Improvement Fund for 
projects agreed with ward councillors by 
local residents. 

Since Labour took control of the 
council I have asked time and again 
about progress on this £20,000 per ward 
but received a string of excuses about 
delays in establishing costs and whether 
suggestions meet with numerous 
conditions they imposed. 

I also asked for, and was given, 
reassurance that this funding will be 
carried forward to ensure that it is all 
spent on what residents want. 

At a residents’ meeting on September 
41 again asked Cllr Phil Waite, Labour’s 
cabinet member for environment, about 
progress. Again no information about 
projects and cost but he did reveal that 
the fund was closed and the underspend 
is to be returned to the General Fund 


to bolster council tax spending. He 
repeated this in answers at full council 
last Thursday. 

So residents who read the council’s 
Harlow Times this week may be as 
mystified as me to see a two-page 
spread still advertising this fund and 
asking residents to contact their ward 
councillors to find out how £20,000 can 
benefit their environment. Any who do 
will be told the money has gone. 

In 2008 Conservatives inherited the 
dreadful result of decades of Harlow’s 
Labour councils’ overspending and 
overtaxing. We discovered the terrible 
state of Harlow’s crematorium accounts, 
that reserves had been reduced to a 
dangerous low, we found a hidden report 
warning of the dangerous condition 
of the old swimming pool long before 
it had to be closed, we found they had 
taken money from a fund earmarked 
for maintaining Church Langley’s 
environment, and why they had to revise 
the council’s budgets time and again, 
switching funding around to prop up 
their out of control spending.

Curtis said: “It was great

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THOUSANDS of jobs could be created 
at Stansted Airport following this 
week’s announcement that budget 
airline Ryanair is planning major 
growth over the next 10 years. 

The long-term agreement with air¬ 
port owner Manchester Airports 
Group will see the budget airline 
increase the number of passengers it 
serves there by 50 per cent. 

The number will grow from the cur¬ 
rent level of 13.2 million passengers a 
year to more than 18 million by 2018 
and 21 million by 2023. 

Stansted Airport is already the big¬ 
gest single-site employer in the East of 
England region. Some 10,200 people 
currently work for the 190 companies 
based there. 

The esimate by Ryanair that some 
7,000 new jobs could be created is 
based on research at international air¬ 
ports which shows 1,000 new posts are 
created for every one million extra 
passengers a year. 

Stansted’s single-runway capacity is 
35 million passengers per annum - 
about twice its current level. 

Ryanair chief executive Michael 
O’Leary said: “This deal will see our 
Stansted traffic grow by over 50 per 
cent ... in return for lower costs and 
more efficient facilities at Stansted. 

“This agreement proves how UK air¬ 
ports can flourish when released from 
the dead hand of the BAA monopoly 
and is the first dramatic initiative by 
MAG to reverse seven years of decline, 
during which Stansted’s traffic fell 
from 23.8m to 17.5m. 

“As Stansted’s biggest airline, 
Ryanair looks forward to a decade of 
growing traffic, routes and jobs at 
Stansted.” 

The news has been welcomed by 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who told 
the Star: “This is absolutely fantastic 
for Harlow. 

“What we have to do is make sure 
that Harlow people are given these 
opportunities because what has hap¬ 
pened in the past is that just not 
enough Harlow residents have been 
employed. 

“What we have to do - myself, Harlow 
Council and the organisation - is to 


work together to encourage this.” 

As part of the deal, Ryanair will 
encourage other airlines to fly long 
haul from Stansted. 

The long-term growth agreement 
comes seven months after MAG com¬ 
pleted its acquisition of the airport. 

Ken O’Toole, MAG’s chief commer¬ 
cial officer, said: “The new long-term 
agreement between Ryanair and MAG 
at Stansted shows that competition 
really does work and it represents 
great news for both passengers and 
UK businesses. 

“The deal secures a new and exciting 
era for both Ryanair and Stansted, and 
we’re delighted to be supporting the 
airline’s growth over the next 10 years.” 


He added: “This announcement, 
coupled with our £80m investment in 
the terminal, confirms that Ryanair 
shares our confidence and shows how 
we are succeeding in transforming 
Stansted under new ownership. 

“Over the next five years MAG wants 
to make Stansted the best airport in 
London, so we will continue to com¬ 
pete hard to win business from air¬ 
lines in our drive for passenger growth 
and to provide customers with even 
more choice.” 

Ryanair has also announced it will 
be running four new routes - to Lisbon, 
Bordeaux Dortmund and Rabat in 
Morocco - from the airport for next 
summer. 


Thief steals handbag from 
woman in mobility scooter 


EEAST advice on how to spot 
the symptoms of meningitis 


A THIEF who stole a 
handbag from a woman in 
a mobility scooter has been 
branded “despicable” by 
police. 

The victim, who is in her 
40s, was in Bromley Close, 
Harlow, at about 5.35pm 
last Wednesday when she 
was approached from 
behind by the man. 

As he tried to take her 
handbag from the rear 
basket of her scooter she 
tried to stop him by 
grabbing it, but she was 
pushed by the thief who 
then ran off with the bag. 

It contained a purse with 
£100 cash in it. The woman 
did not suffer any physical 
injuries. 

The suspect is described 
as white, aged 25-30, of 


slim build and average 
height. He had short dark 
hair and was wearing blue 
jeans and a dark blue 
jacket with reflective 
stripes. 

Detective Constable Gav 
Morris, of Harlow police, 
said: “This was a 
particularly despicable 
crime to target a woman in 
a mobility scooter and 
actually push her in order 
to steal her handbag. 

“I would urge anyone who 
has any information to 
contact me as soon as 
possible so we can find the 
person responsible.”

ESSEX ambulance service 
chiefs are using Meningitis 
Awareness Week to warn 
people about the symptoms 
of the potentially life- 
threatening disease. 

Meningitis is an infection 
which causes the area 
around the brain and 
spinal cord to become 
swollen. 

There are two different 
types of meningitis - viral 
and bacterial which, if left 
untreated, can cause brain 
damage and blood 
poisoning. 

Marcus Bailey, interim 
consultant paramedic at 
the East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust, 
said: “It’s absolutely vital 
that people who are 
suffering from meningitis 


receive emergency medical 
treatment immediately to 
stop the condition 
worsening.” 

Symptoms to watch out 
for include a high 
temperature, a severe 
headache, tiredness, a stiff 
neck, and sensitivity to 
light. Some people may 
also develop a distinctive 
and blotchy rash. 

“The quicker it’s spotted, 
the quicker it can be 
treated and the higher the 
chances of a full recovery,” 
said Mr Bailey. 

Viral meningitis is less 
serious and is usually 
treatable at home with rest 
and painkillers. In severe 
cases, however, hospital 
treatment may also be 
necessary.

THE neo-natal intensive 
care unit at Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra 
Hospital has taken 
delivery of a new piece of 
equipment paid for with 
money raised by a family 
whose daughter spent 
the first eight weeks of 
her life there. 

Nic Coppola’s daughter 
Lia was born 12 weeks 
early weighing just 21b 
7oz. 

“The early days and 
weeks of her life were 
filled with worry and fear 
for myself and my wife 
Prina and were extremely 
crucial for Lia,” said Nic, 
from Cheshunt. “It was a 
very, very worrying and 
stressful time, but the 
unit was calm. 

“It was the fact that 
they eased your worries 
without telling us that 
everything would be OK. 

“Thankfully, with the 
wonderful, selfless help 
of all the doctors and 
nurses, Lia got through 
those initial tough times 
and is now a thriving 
little baby who has got 
the rest of her life ahead 
of her.

He said: “After Lia 
came home I decided, 
knowing how much it 
costs to keep children in 
the unit, that I would do 
something for charity. 


“It’s one of those 
charities that doesn’t get 
the publicity it deserves. 
They (the staff) are very 
selfless; it’s not like if I 
make a mistake at my job 
and something doesn’t 
get done. If they make a 
mistake it’s very serious. 

“They were just 
amazing and the unit was 
very calm.” 

Nic added: “One reason 
(to take part in the 
challenge) was that if it 
inspires one person that 
has been through the 
same ordeal to do the 
same, then great.” 

Nic - along with Dan 
Adams, Paul Pannell, 
Wayne Segust, Simon 
Moore and lain 
Champness - completed 
the challenge back in 
May and the graeful 
parents handed over a 
cheque for £3,789.50 to 
the unit on Lia’s first 
birthday. 

The money was used to 
purchase a breathing 
apparatus monitor which 
will benefit hundreds of 
families.

Banned driver 
jailed for high 
speed chase in 
a stolen BMW 


A BANNED motorist who drove a stolen 
BMW at speeds of up to 95mph during a 
police chase through Harlow has been 
jailed. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard that at 
the time of the two-mile chase in August, 
Mitchell Howe was disqualified from 
driving and over the drink-drive limit. 

During the chase the car driven by 
Howe (21), of Quarry Spring, Harlow, hit 
a kerb and mounted the pavement. 

He was finally stopped and arrested 
after driving along Fifth Avenue and 
Edinburgh Way in the vehicle which had 
been taken during a burglary in Harold 
Wood the previous evening. 

Howe pleaded guilty to charges of 
aggravated vehicle taking, driving while 
disqualified and breaching a communi¬ 
ty order imposed on him for affray. 

He was jailed for 12 months for those 
offences but was given no separate pen¬ 
alties for previously admitted offences of 
driving with excess alcohol and while 
uninsured. 

Peter Gair, prosecuting, said: “The

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BMW was stolen as a result of a burglary 
in Harold Wood on August 2 when car 
keys were taken. It was seen on August 3 
at about 1.35am. 

“There was a police chase at speeds of 
up to 95mph along roads in Harlow.” 

Julie Brimble, representing Howe, said 
in mitigation: “Although he was doing 
speeds of up to 95 in a 40mph limit there 
were not many cars around and no-one 
was injured. However, he fully accepts 
his driving was dangerous.” 

She said at the time he had family 
problems including his relationship 
with his girlfriend who was suffering 
post natal depression after the birth of 
their baby but added he now recognised 
his responsibilities. 

Passing sentence, judge Anthony 
Goldstaub told Howe: “You drove errati¬ 
cally and dangerously in a 40mph limit 
at speeds of up to 95 mph. These were 
serious offences.”

“We have a very low number of members 
in comparison to other towns, which is a 
shame because the Neighbourhood Watch 
scheme goes a long way to helping tackle 
and raising awareness of local crimes.” 

The recent addition of the online 
newsletter, which is a joint initiative 
between Harlow Neighbourhood Watch 
and Harlow Police, is one way of increasing 
participation. 

Anyone can subscribe to the free 
fortnightly newsletter which will highlight 
crimes in the town as well as update 
subscribers on any urgent, ongoing issues. 

“The idea behind the newsletter is so that 
we can stay connected with residents in a 
faster, easier way,” Mr Wadley added. 



“All residents need to do to sign up is 
provide their email and their postcode so 
that we can map who has signed up where. 

“It’s a great scheme that is trying to make 
the local community feel safer and help 
residents be more aware of crimes in their 
area. We welcome anyone who wants to 
get involved.”

Safety warning from fire service 
as summer gives way to autumn 


WITH summer disappearing and autumn 
arriving, county fire chiefs are urging people to 
make sure they are ready for the seasonal 
change. 

As the nights close in and the cold weather 
begins. Essex Fire and Rescue Service usually 
reports an increase in calls to domestic inci¬ 
dents caused by candles, heaters, fireplaces and 
electric blankets. 

With heating systems being switched on for 
the first time in months, now is the time to 
ensure boilers are entirely safe by getting them 
serviced by a registered engineer. 

“Poorly maintained gas boilers don’t just rep¬ 
resent a fire risk, there is also the risk of carbon 
monoxide poisoning,” said a spokesman. 
“Carbon monoxide is a silent killer which seeps 
into your home without any smell and creates 
symptoms which can easily be confused with a 
winter cold. 

“Carbon monoxide detectors will warn people 
of any danger and every home should have 
one.” 

Candles should never be left unattended and 
stood in proper holders. No candle should ever 
be stood on a flammable surface and always 
extinguished before they burn into the holder. 

It is also important to remember that all can¬ 
dles should be kept away from windows, cur¬ 


tains, children and pets and that night lights 
can melt plastic surfaces such as the tops of TV 
or the side of a bath tub. 

Heaters should always be positioned with 
their backs against the wall and, if possible, 
secured to prevent them from falling over. 

Portable gas heaters should have the cylinders 
stored and changed outside or in a well-venti¬ 
lated atmosphere. Both gas and paraffin heat¬ 
ers should only be used in a well-ventilated 
area. 

All electric blankets should be checked and 
the best rule of thumb is that if a blanket is more 
that 10 years old or shows any sign of wear and 
tear then it should be replaced immediately. 

When buying a new electric blanket make 
sure it has ‘overheat protection’, which will cut 
off the electricity if it becomes too hot. All elec¬ 
tric blankets should carry the British Standard 
Kitemark and the British Electrotechnical 
Approvals Board (BEAB) symbol on them. 

Anyone with an open fire should make sure 
that they use a fireguard and have their chim¬ 
ney cleaned. Make sure that all fires are fully 
extinguished before you go to bed. 

Divisional officer Neil Fenwick said: “By tak¬ 
ing a few simple precautions now you can make 
sure that you and your family enjoy a safe and 
cosy winter.”

Housing changes will give 
priority to Harlow people 



T HE biggest priority for the 
council is to address the 
town’s housing shortage both 
now and in the future. 

Thousands of homes are 
needed for residents on the 
housing register, for residents 
who want to downsize to a 
smaller council home, for 
future generations and for 
people that will come to 
Harlow to work. 

Small-scale housing 
developments will only go so 
far to solve the problem. We 
know local residents are quite 
rightly protective of their green 
spaces, so where do thousands 
of new homes go? 

The council has always 
supported development on land 
north of Harlow as long as it 
benefits Harlow - an extension 
of the town, homes for our 
people and infrastructure to 
improve Harlow. 

This week the owners of the 
land - Places for People -are 
unveiling proposals for the 
Gilston Park Estate. These 
include building up to 10,000 
new homes with services to 
support the new community. 
Local people are invited to 


find out more. Places for 
People will be at Sainsbury’s 
tomorrow and in Market 
Square on Saturday, so please 
do pop along and let them 
know your views. 

A s a short-term measure to 
address the housing 
shortage in the town the 
council is changing the way it 
allocates housing from the 
end of this month. 

This is in response to a public 
consultation held last year. 

These changes will ensure 
that those who continue 
getting council housing will 
have a strong connection with 


the town. Applicants must have 
either lived in Harlow for five 
years or have a close family 
member who has lived in the 
town for five years or have 
been in permanent employment 
in Harlow for 12 months. 

It is a difficult situation but 
the changes give priority to 
local people who are in 
genuine need of a council 
home. 

We would love to provide 
homes to everyone who wants 
one but this just isn’t possible 
at the moment. We know it is 
also important to residents 
that Harlow people are the 
priority. 


County reviews 
its £25m bill for 
school transport 


TWO key consultations about Essex County 
Council’s subsidies for public and school bus 
services got under way this week. 

On Monday County Hall started a six-week 
formal process into the discretionary ele¬ 
ments of its home-to-class transport policy 
for students. 

It has also begun a 12-week consultation on 
how it provides financial support to local bus 
services. 

The council currently spends more than 
£25m on ensuring children across the county 
can attend school. However, it says maintain¬ 
ing expenditure at this level in the current 
financial climate is unsustainable and is 
looking at where efficiency savings can be 
made. 

The authority has a number of statutory 
responsibilities covering the provision of 
home-to-school transport which are not 
affected by the consultation but a number of 
the discretionary elements of the existing 
polare under review. These include: 

>>Changing the reference to catchment 
area within the assessment of entitlement to 
home-to-school transport policy and remov¬ 
ing the use of joint catchment areas. Instead 
it would only provide transport to the nearest 
school to the home address where statutory 
walking distances are met. 

>>Removing existing transport from routes 
which are now deemed safe for walking. 

>>Withdrawing the provision of transport 
to low income families whose children attend 
a selective (grammar) school. 

>>Introducing a means-tested assessment 
for transport provided to pupils in excep¬ 
tional circumstances.

>>Reviewing the existing post-16 transport 
provision. 

County councillor Ray Gooding, cabinet 
member for education and lifelong learning, 
said: “Quite simply we need to save money 
right across the board and this means a 
review of the discretionary elements of our 
home-to-school transport policy. 

“We do not have the level of funding to con¬ 
tinue providing the same levels of service that 
we have provided to students in the past. The 
existing discretionary transport policy is 
incredibly generous but it is complicated, 
unfair and outdated. 

“We need to review our existing policy to 
make sure it is simple, fair, consistent and 
transparent and to ensure that in the long 
term the local authority can provide for those 
who need our support the most.” 

Meanwhile, the council is also reveiwing 
the £7.9m it pays for nearly 200 local bus ser¬ 
vices which generally run in the evenings, on 
Sundays or in rural locations. 

County councillor Rodney Bass, cabinet 
member for highways and transportation, 
said: “We need to review the bus strategy to 
make sure the services we provide meet the 
essential travel needs of residents, offer the 
best value for taxpayers and can be sus¬ 
tained. 

“Given the challenging economic climate, 
we must be realistic and accept that it is likely 
that not all needs across the county can be 
met and that the funding available in the 
coming years will be reduced.”

Chris tells bittersweet 
story of life and death 


A HARLOW actor, writer, and director will 
be returning to his roots next week when 
he brings his one-man show to the town's 
Playhouse theatre. 

Chis Larner, who started his acting career 
at the Harlow Youth Theatre, has written, 
and will be performing, An Instinct for 
Kindness - an intensely moving show about 
his real-life experience when he accompanied 
his chronically ill former wife to the Dignitas 
clinic in Switzerland.

People have responded really well to the story 
and many have said that they come away 
feeling sad of course, but more uplifted than

anything." 

The only prop Chris uses on stage during the 
75-minute monologue is a single black chair. 

He recalls his first meeting with Alison and 
then continues to the onset of her MS and 
the complicated - and tiresome - process of 
travelling to the Dignitas clinic. 

"It is one of the oddest things I have ever 
done," he said. "I've acted and done some 
stand-up but nothing like this. It's a very 
personal piece. 

"There is humour and a series of ironies. I 
want people to leave the show feeling that 
they have met Alison, who was a feisty and 
positive person. 

"The strange thing about the subject is it 
can be life-affirming. Alison found a way to 
put her stamp back on her life after MS tried 
to take it from her. 

"I'm nervous about returning to the 
Playhouse.

Storage is the 
secret to keeping 
winter larder full 



THE warm summer months might be ove, but the 
abundant wild berries, plentiful apples and juicy 
tomatoes they helped create can make it feel like 
the sun is still shining. 

It's unlikely keen gardeners can manage to eat 
all this bumper produce immediately though, 
which is where the art of storage comes in. 

Maincrop potatoes and onions will keep well in a 
cool shed or garage, while garlic should be placed 
in a cool room in the house. All three should 
be free of soil and perfectly dry before storing. 
Onions and garlic can be strung and hung up, 
while potatoes will be quite happy in paper or a 
hessian sack, kept in the dark to stop them from 
sprouting. 

If you have blackcurrants, redcurrants and 
gooseberries, these are perfect for jams, partly 
because they contain plenty of pectin, the 
ingredient that makes jam set. With jams or jellies, 
it is important to sterilise the jars and lids for 10 
minutes in boiling water before using them. Most 
fruits and vegetables will last up to 12 months 
using this method. 

Blackberries and other wild berries have been 
abundant this year, thanks to last year's wet 
summer and this year's dry one, and are easy to 
freeze (although avoid freezing strawberries as

they become mushy). Just select the best fruit, 
spreading the berries in a single layer on a clean 
tray and put it in the fast-freeze section of the 
freezer. Once it's frozen, transfer it to bags and 
return it to the freezer. 

If you have too many ripe tomatoes, try drying 
them in the oven, placing them on a tray at the 
lowest setting for several hours with the oven 
door just ajar. Alternatively, skin them by placing 
them in a bowl of just boiled water, leaving 
them there for a few minutes, then removing the 
skin and blitzing them into a puree which can 
be a base for any Italian passata, which can be 
frozen. Unripe tomatoes can also be transformed 
into delicious green tomato chutney, there are 
umpteen recipes to be found on the internet. 

Cucumbers spring to mind when we think of 
pickling, but many vegetables and fruits can 
be preserved in this manner including peppers, 
cauliflower, apples and pears. Peas and green 
beans should be blanched (dunked in boiling 
water for several minutes, then plunged into

cold water and dried off) before freezing, while 
courgettes freeze satisfactorily in prepared dishes 
such as ratatouille, and pumpkins can be made 
into preserves using lemons, sugar and mixed 


spices. 

Root vegetables such as carrots, parsnips, 
beetroot and celeriac can generally be left in the 
ground until required, although try to dig a few 
up to store in a cool place before winter sets in 
and the ground becomes too hard to harvest them 
easily. 

To store gluts of apples and pears, you'll need 
to handle them carefully, placing them in a room 
with a low, even temperature, good ventilation 
and a moist atmosphere such as a cellar. 

If you are putting apples in your garden shed, 
wrap them in newspaper (this slows the shrivelling 
process and isolates rots), put them in boxes, stack 
them in a cool spot under insulation (such as straw 
or polystyrene sheets) and cover with polythene. 

Check them regularly for signs of disease and 
remove any which have rotted. Pears prefer 
slightly drier and warmer conditions and are best 
not wrapped or stacked.

IN life, the Princess Of Wales divided 
opinion. So it's fitting that Oliver 
Hirschbiegel's drama based on Kate Snell's 
contentious book Diana: Her Last Love, 
should have stirred controversy before 
a single frame has unspooled on the big 
screen. 

Dr Hasnat Khan, the subject of the 
picture, publicly denounced the film as a 
fiction while a pre-recorded radio interview 
with star Naomi Watts ended abruptly with 
the suggestion that she walked out on DJ 
Simon Mayo. 

Tittle tattle aside, Diana is a trashy 
made-for-TV movie blessed with an award¬ 
winning German director and an Oscar 
nominated lead actress, whose talents are 
well and truly squandered. 


Both are undone by Stephen Jeffrey's 
clumsy script while Watts also lacks sexual 
chemistry with co-star Naveen Andrews, 
making a mockery of the tears and 
tantrums when the central relationship 
ultimately breaks down. 

If the public image of the princess was 
elegance and poise, behind the scenes 
in Hirschbiegel's film she is emotionally 
cold and calculating, tipping off a tabloid 
photographer to her whereabouts so he can 
splash pictures of her on a yacht with Dodi 
Fayed (Can Anvar) and pique the jealousy 
of Dr Khan (Andrews). 

Pathetic attempts to win Khan back take 
a leaf out of the book of Bridget Jones - 
minus the excessive smoking - including 
scenes of Diana attempting different 
dialects in the hope the doctor will take her 
call. 

Opening in Paris in 1997, Hirschbiegel's 
film rewinds two years to sow the seeds of 
romance between the princess and Khan, 


part of which involves smuggling him into 
Kensington Palace in the back of her car. 

The pressure of conducting a romance 
through the omnipresent lens of the media 
takes its toll and Khan eventually ends the 
affair, propelling Diana into Dodi's arms. 

The film isn't quite the total disaster 
some critics have suggested but it comes 
perilously close. Watts offers a passable 
impression of a global icon, rehearsing 
answers to Martin Bashir's questions in a 
mirror so she can perfect her head tilt as 
she whispers, "There were three of us in 
this marriage ... so it was a bit crowded.'' 

Andrews fails to live up to his surgeon's 
nickname as Mr Wonderful and 
Hirschbiegel's direction lacks energy. 

An excessive two-hour running time will 
test the patience of even the most ardent 
and devoted Diana fan.

The veteran and his protege initially rub each the 
wrong way as they set about their task, but they 
gradually form a bond as they become embroiled in a 
far bigger case involving the stolen gold.

Relative Values 


In any market, the conversation 
often revolves around the likely 
future of house prices. Will they go 
up, will they go down, will they 
remain stable? 

Even the most credible authorities 
tend to disagree on the direction of 
property prices and sales volumes, 
so where does that leave the 
humble consumer?

Heybridge next for Hawks 
after massive Cup upset 


HARLOW Town will look to avenge 
their late league defeat to Heybridge 
Swifts when the two teams meet in 
the FA Cup second qualifying round 
at Barrows Farm on Saturday 
September 28. 

This was after the Hawks pulled off a 
stunning upset when they came from 
behind to beat Ryman League pre¬ 
mier division side Lowestoft Town 2-1 
at home in the first qualifying round 
of the FA Cup last Saturday.

West-Hook said: “That was a very 
good result and a very good team per¬ 
formance. You could see at the end 
that their chests were out and they felt 
they had achieved something. 

“It was also good to win the prize 
money we did after what has been 
invested into the club [by the own¬ 
ers] .”

West-Hook added: “We deserved it. 
There was nothing desperate about 
our defending and we took everything 
that was thrown at us.

FAITH Pitman firmly put behind 
her a frustrating 2012 when she 
narrowly missed out on making 
the Great Britain team for the 
Olympics by securing a career 
best victory on the first day of 
the Rijeka Grand Prix.

Pitman started well against 
Puche and countered, winning 
by an ippon. 

Great Britain Lead Women’s 
Coach, Kate Howey, said: “It was 
a great performance by Faith 
today. She dominated from start 
to finish and put in a solid dis¬ 
play. She showed that she can 
win in both tachi waza [final] 
and ne-waza [semi-final]. 

“She will take the confidence 
gained here onto Rome next 
month.”
